WHAT COUNTS IN CHICAGO

Judge Won't Fine Fair Bather in Seant
Costume, Found on
Street

CHICAGO, July 17—Bathing wilt privi-
leges will not be restricted to the beaches
while Judgs Hayes lave down the law. The
Judge, in dismissing a charge agatnst Miss
Katharine S8imauck, who wan arrested npnear
Manhattan Hoach, declamd that scantiness
of clothing was not in itself suMcient rea-
son for arresting persons In the strost

“Bureats and sldewalks are public prap-
erty, and citisens have the right to walk
on them whether they wear skirts, panta-
logns or bathing sulta” Judge tiayes de-
clared.  “As long s thelr behavior (s proper
they oannot ba denfed the freedom of the
thoroughfare.”

Miss Simnuek's arrest followed the lawu-
ance of an order by Chief of Pollce Schet-
